WASHINGTON, May 20 (AP) 
—Chairman Bridges  (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, said today the 
Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee would make a “searching in- 
guiry” into the extent to which 
free world allies have agreed to 
relax bars on trade with Red 
China, 

Bridges’ plan for an investi- 
gation of this issue came after 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, told the Senate yester- | 
day it would be “criminal folly” 
not to cut off United States fi- 
nancial aid to nations- which 
ship “the sinews of military and 
economic strength” to the Com- 
munists. 

Reply by Stassen. 

McCarthy had barely finished 


his floor address betore foreign” 


aid administrator Harold E. 
Stassen shot back with a state- 
ment that what the Senator said 
was “fantasic, unbelievable and 
untrue.” 

Stassen, who has tangled with 
McCarthy before, said we are 
steadily building for peace un- 
der President Eisenhower's 
leadership.” And in an obvious 
reference to McCarthy’s tele- 
vised tangle with Army offi- 
cials, Stassen declared “Sena- 
tor McCarthy is frantically 
reaching for diversionary head- 
lines after the sorry spectacle of 
his record in recent hearings.” 

McCarthy, in what he said 


was a “painful and unpleasant” 
discussion of Republican “short- 
comings,” called for the listing 
by Stassen of “every type of 
material which we have agreed 
that our allies can ship to our 
enemies.” 


Bridges said in an interview 
today that the appropriations 
group, whch passes on foreign 
aid funds, “already has taken 
cognizance of Stassen’s state- 
ments indicating a weakening of 
the bar on trade with the Reds.” 

“We will want to go into this 
matter very thoroughly and see 
that the aid we are giving, or 
its equivalent, is not directly or 
indirectly filtering into Commu- 
nist hands,” he said. 


Stassen’s statement said a full 
decounting of the Administra- 
tion’s “successful administrgtion 
of trade controls” was given in 
a report to Congress made pub- 
lic Sunday. 


In that report Stassen por- 
trayed free world trade with 
the Commnuist bloc as a whole 
as declining in 1953. While 
commerce with Red China crept 
up at least temporarily, he said, 
“the glittering prospect of a 
vast and lucrative trade’”’ whic 
traders envisioned with the Chi- 
nese mainland “was not mate- 
rializing.”

DIVISION: ORGANIZED 


Communication Planes to 
Alert Fighters and Pop- 
ulated Areas. 


WASHINGTON, May 20: (AP) 
—The Air Force has announced 
the formation of an airborne 
early warning and control divi- 
sion to help guard the nation 
against aerial attack. 

The Air Force said yesterday 
that activation of the division 
and the eventual building up of 
squadrons on both the East and 
West Coasts would extend sea- 
ward the warning system now 
provided by ships, coastal and 
inland radars and the Ground 
Observer Corps. 

The headquarters of the divi- 
sion has been opened at McClel- 
lan Air Force Base, Sacramento, 
Calif., under the command of 
Col, Kenneth H. Gibson of Salt 
Lake City. 

The division now has some- 
thing less than 10 aircraft in 
operation, all of them specially 
modified Lockheed Super-Con- 
stellations. The big planes carry 
more than 5% tons of electronic, 
communications and navigation- 
al equipment. 

Eventually several squadrons, 
each containing about 10 planes, 
will operate around the clock 
every day in the year from bases 
on the East and West Coasts. 
When the division headquarters 
organization is complete, it. will 
be staffed by some 2000 officers 
and men, 

The purpose is to give United 
States-based interceptor planes 
a warning of the approach of 
any enemy and also to speed an 
alert to populated areas.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The inevitable happened earlier 
than many expected but not earlier 
than others had hoped, Public edu- 
cation can now catch up with the 
armed services and professional 
sports. '

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What a happy conjunction of cir- 
cumstances that the United States 
Supreme Court should have rend- 
ered its decision now. The sordid 
show of pseudopatriotic McCarthy- 
ism is now blotted out by the clean 
white light of. the American ideal 
receiving judicial and legal sanction. 


The conference at Geneva cannot 
but hear the authentic voice of de- 
mocracy and moral intention as they 
find residence in the United States 
of America. Communism is on the 
way to being denied one of the most 
effective weapons in its arsenal. 


The Protestant churches of St. 
Louis and elsewhere which stand in 
the prophetic tradition hail the deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court as the 
partial triumph of a social ideal, too 
long postponed, which has its roots 
in the Law and the Prophets and the 
Gospel of the Bible. 


We are not blind to the frictions 
and difficulties which are bound to 
occur in the practical application of 
the decision, but we also believe that 
they are not so great that they can- 
not be overcome by the immeasur- 
able good will that lies latent in al- 
most all human hearts, 

We pledge ourselves to the prac- 
tice of patience; the use of the hope- 
ful word; the restraint on ren he, fo 
action; conscientious participation 
in, and deliberations on, public plan- 
ning, and the cultivation of the out- 
reaching hand and thé open door. 


We heartily commend Philip J. 
Hickey, Superintendent of Schools 
in St. Louis, and George W. Voss- 
brink, St. Loujs County Superintend- 
ent of 1. yp and the Boards of 
Education in city and county for 
their foresight in anticipating the 
decision of May 17. Also for their 
splendid attitudes in wanting to ex- 
pedite the mandatory desegregation 
in accordancé with the public good.

No More Excuses! 


The last vestige of an excuse for not going 
‘ahead promptly with the senatorial investiga- 
tion into the McCarthy-vs.-the-Army battle has 
been completely removed. It has been removed 
jointly by President Eisenhower and Secretary 
of the Army Stevens. 

Mr. Eisenhower told his press conference 


Wednesday two things of importance on this’ ,, 


subject. First, he said he was not going to alter 
his order to the Department of Defense. This 
order forbade disclosure to the inquiring Sena- 
tors of any information as to what was said at 
the Jan. 21 conference of executive. department 
leaders. The subject of the conference was the 
McCarthy-Cohn-Carr pressure on the. Army in 
the Schine and related matters. 

Thus came very quickly the answer to the 
question Chairman Mundt was instructed to ask 
when the subcommittee recessed for a week last 
Monday. As to the general proposition that the 
executive department is entitled to keep its own 
counsels, under the constitutional separation of © 
powers, there cannot be the slightest argument. 

The only objection to the President’s order 
was that it was so presented and so timed as 
to give the demagogue from Wisconsin an oc- 
casion to exploit it as the lowéring of “an Iron 
Curtain” by the White House—which of course 
it was not. 

Second, the President said that he hoped the 
hearings would continue expeditiously until all 
the principals have had a. chance to bring out 
the “full facts, ‘with the chips falling where. 
they may. 

That is an admirable stateniint. No one who 
wants to get at the truth will be able to find 
fault with it. That ‘is precisely the position that 
Senator Symington of Missouri took last Mon- 
day when he said bluntly that‘he would “have 
no part of” the maneuver to recess the hearings 
for a week. 

Any clarification that the most doubting 
Thomas in-the hearing room may have wanted 
after the presidential. order camé from Secre- 
tary Stevens almost immediately following the 
President’s press conference. | 

The Army Secretary takes full responsibility 
for the “decision to protest. and fight” the Mc- 
Carthy pressure.

At the annual meeting of the organ- 
ization of Illinois radio and television operators, 
Leslie C. Johnson, WHBF, Rock Island, an- 
nounced that his committee approved education- 
al TV in general and did not object to it at the 
University of Illinois as long as the tax money 
spent for it was approved by the Legislature. 

Just a year ago Mlinois broadcasters were 
pushing a bill at Springfield to prohibit the use 
of tax funds for educational television at the 
University of Illinois—or any other state insti- 
tution. The bill, which passed the House but 
failed in the Senate, produced one of the bitter 
controversies involving Dr. George D. Stoddard, 
then president of the’ University of Hiinois. It 
is good now to record that the Illinois broad- 
casting industry's view is broadening in the 
public interest. 
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Complicated Housing Game 
A curious and fascinating game is going on 
in Congress with respéct to public housing. The 
Senate Banking Committee has ‘approved, with 
only three dissenting votes, a Democratic mo- 


tion to restore the public housing program as it . 


was enacted by federal law in 1949. This means 
restoring authority to build up to 135,000 units 
of low-rent housing a yecr. 


Nobody, however, supposes that the purpose . 


of this move led by Senator Maybank of South 
Carolina is to get 135,000 units a year construct- 
ed. The purpose is to get 35,000 units a yeaf. 

That is the size of the program which Prasi-. 
dent Eisenhower recommended. If carried out, 
it would enable this Administration to continue 
the public housing program at the same greatly 
curtailed level which has been in force up. to. 
now, but not at the level contemplated by the 
Housing Act of 1949,

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Arms for Guatemala 

The shipment of arms to Guatemala from 
Communist Poland arouses just concern in the 
United States but hardly constitutes another 
‘major international crisis. .. . 

President Eisenhower, Senator Wiley and the 
State Department all have issued warnings about 
the-arms shipment. But nobody in authority is 
urging intervention, collective or otherwise. 

On legal grounds, the United States is in a 
poor position to intervene. Guatemala insists 


it has a sovereign right to buy arms where it - 


can, the more so since Washington qutargens 
such shipments to it. 

Moreover the United States is sending arms 
around the world. Washington has just signed 
the military treaty with Pakistgn, which is as 
close to Russia as Guatemala is to us. Any for- 
mal protest about foreign arms for Guatemala 
could bring a reply in kind. 

The practical question is what kind of arms 
Guatemala obtained and how they might be 


. used. Does this one shipment of 400 tons to a 


small nation represent a military buildup of 
aggressive power? If the arms are purely for 


.. home defense as claimed, no other nation can . 
-properly interfere.

Supporting this' ‘assertion is the testimony of 
Roscoe E. Bell of Portland, Ore., “whose re- 
searches into phosphate resources and fertilizer 
production have won international recognition,’” 
the Cooperator says. Mr. Bell testified at the 
vhearings on Hell's Canyon which a Federal 
Power Commission examiner is conducting. . 


‘Three fourths of the western phosphate rock | 
must be treated by electric rather than. acid 


processing, Mr. Bell ‘testified. Since 13,000 kilo- 
watt-hours of electric energy are required to 
Produce one ton of phosphorus, the price of 


_ electric power.enters significantly inte the cost 
of the finished product. Every tenth of a cent - 
‘in price per kwh. adds $13 a ton to the cost of 


production, he said. 

The Cooperator reports, that industrial power 
‘rates now. quoted by private companies in the 
erea are four tenths of a cent a kwh. higher than 


the estimated rates for publicly-generated power.
